THE face of Haverhill High Street is 
set to change, as a bank is closing 
its doors and a clothes shop may be 
replaced with a tea room. 

HSBC at 33 High Street will be 
shutting its doors on October 16 
this year. 

A spokesman for the bank said: 
“We never take the decision to close 
a branch lightly, and we understand 
it may be unsettling for the local 
community. Unfortunately, use of 
the Haverhill branch has fallen sig¬ 
nificantly over the past few years, 
and we’ve taken the difficult deci¬ 
sion to close it. 

“We are working with custom¬ 
ers who use the branch to help 
them understand their options, 
which include being able to use the 
Haverhill post office to check their 
balance and withdraw and pay in 
cash and cheques to their HSBC ac¬ 
count. We’re working with our em¬ 
ployees who work in the branch to 
find them a role in the local area.” 

Residents have voiced their anger 
at the decision to close a bank in an 
expanding town. 

Haverhill town clerk Colin Poole 


said: “We are a town that’s expand¬ 
ing and sucking in extra investment 
and a bank says that’s a good mo¬ 
ment to leave. It would suggest a 
quite blunt ’chop chop chop’ ap¬ 
proach without looking at what you 
are doing.” 

A resident who did not wish to be 
named said: “The Haverhill branch 
had already had many of the ser¬ 
vices they originally used to offer 


taken away, but I liked the staff and 
continued to use it. 

“I have been a customer since 
1984 when it was Midland Bank. 

“Three generations of my fam¬ 
ily bank there. Well, not any longer 
- I shall show them how I feel by 
switching and shall encourage my 
family to do the same.”

Proprietor Paul Farrant, who has 
been running the shop for over 20 
years, said it was getting increas¬ 
ingly difficult to make the business 
profitable. 

He said: “It’s too hard because it’s 
a fashion shop and we can’t turn it 
round quick enough. We obviously 
need turnover.” 

He went on: “People do moan

and say the town’s falling to bits, 
but if they don’t support it the 
whole place will close down. 

“The council need to get their fin¬ 
ger out and create a bit of buzz in 
the town.” 

Mr Farrant is hoping to open a 
“vintage tea room” on the premises 
and has submitted a change of use 
planning application to the bor¬ 
ough council. 

The application was submitted 
in June, and will be considered by 
St Edmundsbury Borough Council 
in August. 

If it is approved, the tea room 
could be open before Christmas. 

Mr Farrant said: “I’m a bit sad 
because we have been doing this a 
long time, but I’m excited to start a 
new venture. 

“Maybe at the cafe we will get a 
wider audience.” 

Ali Yagir, who runs the nearby 
Starburger cafe in Queen Street, 
said: “I think it would be good com¬ 
petition for us. It will be Queen Cafe 
Street.”

Appeal after 
roof lead theft 



POLICE are asking for resi¬ 
dents to be on the alert after 
two churches had lead sto¬ 
len from their roofs. 

St Peter’s Church in Little 
Thurlow had a large amount 
of lead stolen from its roof 
between 6pm on Wednes¬ 
day, July 15 and 8am on 
Thursday, July 16. 

The Reverend Derek Hol¬ 
lis, rector of St Mary’s and 
seven other churches in the 
area, said: “I am given to 
understand that somebody 
locally was out walking their 
dog, and they happened to 
notice that there was a fence 
post that had been knocked 
over and was lying flat on 
the ground. 

“They looked up at the 
church and thought Ah, 
there’s a lot of lead missing 
from the roof’, and they took 
it up with the police.” 

Rev Hollis thanked the 
Thurlow Estate Office, who 
he said have waterproofed 
the roof with plastic sheet¬ 
ing untill it is permanently 
repaired. 

He went on: “It will be 
months. We should be lucky 
if we can get it done by the 
winter.

“There’s little point in put¬ 
ting lead straight back on. 
We know of churches where 
thieves have been coming 
back several times. They re¬ 
gard it as a harvest. So we 
are looking at alternatives to 
lead.” 

Since the Thurlow theft 
was reported, St Mary’s 
Church in Hawkedon dis¬ 
covered on July 25 that it had 
also had lead stolen from 
the roof. 

The lead, worth £500, was 
taken sometime after May 1. 

As a result of these inci¬ 
dents, police are asking lo¬ 
cal residents to be vigilant 
when passing churches, 
particularly in the rural ar¬ 
eas around Haverhill. 

PCSO Lorna Chapman 
of Haverhill Police gave 
this advice: “Please keep 
your eyes wide open when 
passing local churches. Re¬ 
port any suspicious activ¬ 
ity, whether the people are 
wearing high vis or not. Take 
down registration numbers 
and the make and model of 


the vehicles. 

“Even if it’s people genu¬ 
inely working on the roof, 
we would rather find them 
than miss a crime. Get as 
much detail as possible.” 

Rev Hollis also encour¬ 
aged members of the public 
to report anything unusual. 
He said: “We are very grate¬ 
ful to anybody who happens 
to be passing any of our 
churches and notices any¬ 
thing unusual. We are grate¬ 
ful that somebody takes the 
time to call in.” 

His benefice, called Stour- 
head, also includes churches 
in Kedington, Barnardiston, 
Great and Little Bradley and 
Great and Little Wratting.

Have a say on 
sport facilities 


THE town council is on the 
hunt for feedback on sports 
facilities in Haverhill. 

It is asking residents to 
get in touch with their ideas 
about the spaces the town 
has and what it needs - 
from playing field marking 
to sports complexes.

The leisure and commu¬ 
nity committee of Haverhill 
town council met on July 6.

Cllr John Burns, who 
chaired the committee at 
the meeting, said: “We want 
to publicise that residents

been some criticism on so¬ 
cial media.” 

He said that on a recent 
trip to Samuel Ward Acad¬ 
emy, the students there 
told him that they wanted 
to a better space for play¬ 
ing football. One solution 
would be to re-open the 
five-a-side pitches near the 
Burton Centre in Camps 
Road. 

Cllr Burns said: “There’s 
a classic example of a lot of 
kids who are perhaps not 
really making themselves 
heard, but are saying 'We 
can’t play football any¬ 
where’. 

“We need the public to 
come and say 'we want this’, 
particularly youngsters. 

“We don’t need specifics, 
we want an overview.” 

There is demand in Haver¬ 
hill for sports and recreation 
facilties, with the leisure 
centre attracting 400,000 
visitors a year. 

Haverhill Cricket Club is 


planning on expanding, as 
it has grown from a single 
team 10 to 15 years ago to 
nearly 50 adult players and 
more than 100 children tak¬ 
ing part. 

The club is working to¬ 
wards opening a second 
cricket pitch to cope with 
the demand. 

Greg Street of the cricket 
club said: “Our facilties are 
just not big enough for the 
number of people who want 
to play cricket.” 

Haverhill Gymnastics are 
also working towards open¬ 
ing a new specialised facility 
in a former industrial unit in 
Hollands Road.

What do we get 
for our £65? 

I WAS horrified to see your front-page 
story last week ('£50 brown bin charge 
step closer', News, July 23). Charging 
residents £50 to have garden waste 
removed in brown bins. 

The new scheme by Suffolk Waste 
Partnership could save the county 
council £2 million a year - it's a joke, 
surely.

Should 
the council enforce these charges for 
emptying these bins then I think you'd 
find more people either using the black 
bins more or fly-tipping will become the 
norm. 

I used to think the council tax payments 
used to cover lots of services (including 
bin collection) in Haverhill but in the last 
five years i see some of these services 
are now beginning to diminish. I'll give 
you a few examples: 

• We no longer have street lighting after 
midnight each day, even though this had 
led to a rise in burglaries and crime in 
general; 

• I walk through the town centre 
every day and have found it to be an 
extremely dirty place, but some genius 
probably thought it was a good idea to 
remove bins from the high street as they 
don't appear to be many any more; 

• Pathways / roads are not maintained; 


• I think the town looks very run-down, 
the old Co-op building is just left to look 
like an eyesore due the greed of the 
council not releasing the car park; 

• A police station that is only open office 
hours in a town that has a population 

of 20,000 people and rising I think is 
disgusting, especially when crime is on 
the rise. 

This whole story is not about the costs 
of emptying bins or the environment but 
some pen-pusher sitting behind a desk 
thinking 'how we can squeeze money 
out of honest working people?'. 

Perhaps if the money that everyone 
pays on council tax actually stayed 
in Haverhill and didn't go to Bury St 
Edmunds then maybe the council 
wouldn't feel the need to charge people 
to empty a bin. If you want to charge 
people, then please come and collect 
your brown bin as soon as possible as I 
don't want to have an empty bin in my 
garden taking up space on my property.

An open letter 
to councillors... 

I AM writing as a borough resident to 
all of you who are elected to represent 
our interests because I am concerned 
about the report (Haverhill News, July 
23) concerning the deliberations into 
placing a separate charge for emptying 
the brown bin. 

Legislation clearly places a duty on 
district and borough councils to make 
at least TWO types of recyclable bin 
collections. It is clear from this legislation 
that should the borough decide to stop 
making a brown bin collection they 
would have to replace this with another 
recyclable collection. Bearing in mind 
when you set your budget for the year 
2015-2016 no allowance was made for 
starting another bin collection service 
and as a tax payer I believe you would 
have factored in the current collection 


services into your current charges. 

I would urge all councillors to look at 
this issue with great caution because as 
I have previously said, residents already 
believe they are paying for the brown 
bin service and to place a flat charge 
to continue this service would be both 
unfair and unjust. It will hit poorer 
families most because they will find it 
harder to raise this additional money 
and they will be less likely to have a 
garden big enough to compost their 
own household waste. I cannot see a 
composter working too well in a third- 
floor flat, for instance, whereas in a large 
village garden this is less of a problem. 

I myself already compost a considerable 
amount of garden and household waste 
but still find a requirement for the 
services of a brown bin as large wooden 
prunings are not suitable for domestic 
small recycling and are better suited to 
a large commercial recycling. I would 
also point out that commercial waste 
management companies are able to 
make a profit out of waste collection, 
something the borough should be able 
to do as well if the service is looked at 
from a commercial perspective. I would 
asked the council to think carefully 
about charging for brown bin collection 
and consider if need be a rise in council 
tax instead which would be better 
understood by most residents. I would 
also like to ask the council to consider 
the likelihood of more fly-tipping if a 
charge is made and what additional 
costs you would have to bear clearing 
this away. In Haverhill, we are already 
suffering from fly-tipping and green 
waste and furniture seems to be the top 
items. 

You might like to consider the provision 
of a bulk collect day once a month for 
free (at point of use). I do understand 
there is no such thing as a free lunch. 

You could provide skips in known 
troubled areas. I know there are moves 
to encourage providers of new furniture 
to collect old items at the same time.

Tick warning 
to dog owners 


New play area open in village 


A NEW play area has 
replaced 25-year-old 
equipment in Thurlow - 
just in time for the summer 
holidays. 

The playground, on the 
village recreation ground, 
was unveiled on July 21. 

It is the result of a 
15-month community 


project run by a committee 
of parish councillors, parents 
and members of the thurlow 
Sports Club. 

The ribbon was cut by 
county councillor Mary 
Evans, who put £2,000 of 
her locality budget towards 
the play area and submitted 
a successful bid for £8,000 of 


county council funding. 

The area was also funded 
by the St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council Rural 
Initiatives Grant Scheme, 

Big Lottery Awards for 
All, Suffolk Foundation 
and Havebury Housing 
Partnership, who funded the 
zipwire. 


BLOOD sucking ticks are feed¬ 
ing earlier in the year, and for 
longer - triggering a warning 
to dog owners in the Haverhill 
area. 

Tick bites can transmit seri¬ 
ous infections, such as Lyme 
disease, a serious and debili¬ 
tating illness that can cause 
long-term health problems in 
both dogs and people. 

Now, Belgrave House Vet 
Surgery in High Street, Linton, 
is taking action by joining nat¬ 
uralist and TV presenter Chris 
Packham and the University 
of Bristol in the Big Tick Pro¬ 
ject. 

This new nationwide initia¬ 
tive runs from spring through 
to autumn, tracking the rise 
of the tick population in the 
UK and finding out how many 
carry disease. 

Dog owners can take their 
pets to the surgery for a tick 
check and advice about inno¬ 
vations in effective tick con¬ 
trol. 

Any ticks found on dogs will 
be collected and sent to Bris¬ 
tol University laboratories to

help advance the knowledge 
of tick-borne disease, benefit¬ 
ing both veterinary and hu¬ 
man medicine. 

Mr Packham, best known 
for his television work in¬ 
cluding the children’s nature 
series The Really Wild Show 
in the late 1980s, said: “Re¬ 
search highlighted by the Big 
Tick Project experts at Bristol 
University suggests that ticks 
are a growing problem, espe¬ 
cially in areas such as urban 
parkland, woodland or open 
country. 

“While I find both ticks and 
fleas interesting creatures, I 
don’t want them on my dogs, 
in my house, or on me. I want 
the best advice and treatment 
available and I know I can get 
this by talking to my vet.” 

By taking part, Belgrave 
House Vet Surgery and other 
local participating practices 
will help the level of risk to 


dogs and people to be identi¬ 
fied, compared to the national 
average. 

The practices also aim to 
provide advice to local dog 
owners on effective tick con¬ 
trol. 

Ticks are hard to spot when 
small but can transmit infec¬ 
tions as they feed off the blood 
of their host. 

Dog owners often see ticks 
when they have increased in 
size as a result of their blood 
meal but by then the damage 
may have been done. 

New advances and treat¬ 
ment innovation means that 
there are a number of ways 
that vets can control ticks, 
including the use of spot-ons 
(typically applied every four 
weeks), sprays, collars and 
oral chewable formulations 
which can last up to 12 weeks. 

Dog owners wanting to take 
part in the Big Tick Project or 
to find out more about the 
risks from tick bites should 
pop into Belgrave House Vet 
Surgery or visit bigtickproject. 
co.uk.

Mental 
health chief 
resigns post 

THE finance director of Norfolk 
and Suffolk Foundation Trust 
(NSFT) has resigned five months 
after it became the first mental 
health trust to be put in special 
measures. 

Andrew Hopkins has 
announced his resignation after 
16 years as an NHS director -12 
years of which were with NSFT. 

He says he has decided to 
take a career break and will 
formally leave in September. 

The trust was put in special 
measures in February and has 
been described by the Care 
Quality Commission as not being 
a safe service. 

He said: "I have been involved 
in many great developments 
in mental health services over 
the past 12 years and have 
always strived to support service 
improvements and champion 
greater funding for mental health. 

"This has become more and 
more difficult over the last 
few years and clearly the trust 
finds itself in a very challenging 
position right now. I feel that now 
is the right time for me to step 
aside and for someone else to 
provide a fresh approach to that 
challenge. I will greatly miss all 
of my colleagues and all of the 
fantastic staff I have met in my 
time at NSFT."

My guide for 
chess players

A STEEPLE Bumpstead man 
is putting over five decades 
of chess experience to good 
use - by publishing a book 
on the game. 

David Dowson, 55, has 
played competitive chess 
for the last 40 years, but says 
he has had an interest in the 
game for even longer. He 
said: “I have been studying 
chess strategies for a good 
50 years. I started when I 
was about 5.” 

Mr Dowson said he has 
even spent time studying 
chess at university: “I stud¬ 
ied psychology in South 
Africa, and that’s where I 
learnt about chess psychol¬ 
ogy.” 

His book, titled The Path 
of a Chess Amateur, is aimed 
at everyone from beginners 
to those graded up to 100. 

Mr Dowson, who lives in 
Edith Cavell Way, Steeple 
Bumpstead, chose to write it 
as an alternative to manuals 
written by chess masters, as 
he is an amateur himself. 

He said: “I was a bit fed 
up with having chess mas¬ 
ters tell us amateurs how 
to play. Whenever you get a 
book writtten by a master,

although they state that they 
are ideal for the amateur 
player, they always seem to 
be well over the head of am¬ 
ateur players, especially UK 
graded players under 100. 

“I’ve included in the book 
an example of one of our 
local chess players from 
Linton. He’s well read, an 
ex-cultural attache to the 
United Arab Emirates. We’ve 
been playing chess for over 
40 years and he’s still graded 
under 100. It’s basically how 
the mind works.” 

Mr Dowson, who has lived 
in Steeple Bumpstead since 
1995, has also included oth¬ 
er examples of local players 
in the book. 

He says most of the play¬ 
ers featured live in Essex and 
Suffolk and play the game at 
the Linton Chess Club or 
the Bury St Edmunds Chess 
Club, and live in Essex or 
Suffolk. 

Mr Dowson says his book, 
which took two years to 
write, is perfect for players 
without much chess expei- 


ence. He said: “It’s ideal for 
beginners, and for people 
who have never played be¬ 
fore because I give examples 
of beginners’ chess open¬ 
ings that give a decisive 
edge. 

“I also give end game 
strategies that one should 
plan from the beginning. 

“A lot of masters focus on 
the end game, but beginners 
don’t even get to the end. 
Then all that effort they have 
put in to the end games goes 
to waste.” 

As well as being a chess 
player, Mr Dowson is also an 
artist, a chess tutor, and a 
member of the Freemasons. 

He says that writing the 
book has taken up a lot of 
his time over the past two 
years but hopes to do more 
tutoring now it is published. 

“The Path of a Chess Am¬ 
ateur” was published this 
month by AuthorHouse UK. 
It is available on Amazon, or 
by visiting www.daviddow- 
son.co.uk.

Inquiry into 
hospital care 


AN inquiry’s findings could 
help reduce the number of 
people returning to hospi¬ 
tal in Suffolk. 

Healthwatch Suffolk 
published a report into the 
county’s hospital discharge 
process last November, and 
it has now been incorpo¬ 
rated into a national in¬ 
quiry about how patients 
leave hospital. 

Healthwatch England’s 
inquiry brings together the 
stories of 3,230 patients, in¬ 
cluding those from Suffolk, 

It highlights failures in 
the discharge process in¬ 
cluding hospitals not rou¬ 
tinely asking patients if 
they have a home or safe 
place to be discharged to, 
details of new medications 
not being passed on to GPs 
and carers and families not 
being notified when loved 
ones are discharged. 

A patient-led inquiry 
into hospital readmissions 
by Healthwatch England 
found that two-thirds of 
people who are readmiit-

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ted for the same condition 
return within a week of dis¬ 
charge. 

The new inquiry does 
not contain recommen¬ 
dations on improving the 
discharge process. Instead, 
Healthwatch England and 
the Department of Health 
will now work closely on 
the issue. 

In Suffolk, Healthwatch 
will make sure local servic¬ 
es are aware of the report. 
It will then ask them for re¬ 
sponses on how to improve 
local services, and will feed 
back on these responses. 

Tony Rollo, chair of 
Healthwatch Suffolk, said: 
“In our local report, we 
highlighted that patients 
were not receiving suitable 
information on discharge 
and cases where insuffi¬ 
cient assessment prior to 
discharge had impacted 


negatively on the person 
returning home. 

“We also found that 
some patients did not feel 
ready to leave the care of 
the service and examples 
where the condition of the 
patient was affected where 
appropriate ongoing sup¬ 
port had not been offered.” 

“Replicating good exam¬ 
ples is a start, but to truly 
change people’s experi¬ 
ences we need everyone 
across health and social 
care to commit to putting 
the needs of individuals at 
the heart of the discharge 
process, ensuring that pa¬ 
tients’ discharge plans are 
right for them and their 
specific recovery needs. 

“This inquiry starts to set 
out the sheer scale of this 
problem, the suffering it 
is causing on a daily basis 
and the financial conse¬ 
quences. Its findings can¬ 
not be ignored.”

1: Before settling on their current name, the 
band were known as Parva, the name that they 
kept from 2000 till 2003. Not quite so snappy, 
is it? 

2: The new and improved name was inspired 
by South African football club Kaizer Chiefs FC 
(spot the difference). The club had come to the 
Yorkshire lads' attention as it was the first team 
that Leeds United captain Lucas Radebe had 
played for. 

3: Nick Hodgson, who left the band in 2012, 
was not just the drummer. He in fact also wrote 


the lyrics for the band's biggest hits. 

4: Since the parting of the ways, Nick has 
gone on to other projects, including working 
with Cambridge's own singer-songwriter Alicia 
Catling. 

5: The band's track record has been 
impressive, including a stack of hit singles 
including number one smash Ruby. In total, 
up to August last year they had sold an eye¬ 
popping 1.1 million singles, making them one 
among the Brit best-sellers of the noughties. 

6: Their best song, though, remains the 
poppy, sparky, witty takedown of British 
boozing culture and big nights out I Predict A 
Riot. 

7: Ricky Wilson underwent quite the 


transformation from choirboy-cheeked stocky 
stamper to lithe, slick TV star in time for his 
debut season as a chair-swivelling judge on The 
Voice. 

8: The band visited Cambridge as the 
opening band on the NME Tour line-up of 2005 
(supporting - and pretty much upstaging, from 
what I can remember - Killers, Futureheads and 
Bloc Party). 

They also returned that year to headline

Newmarket Nights and Corn Exchange headline 
slots under their belt.

Mitsubishi’s plug-in 
Outlander is a fully 
switched-on SUV 


I T was fun to pop along to 
Duxford Motor Group last 
week and meet director 
Steven Bentinck. 

Steve has earned huge 
respect for the way he's run 
the combined Mitsubishi and 
Citroen dealership - it's by the 
side of Duxford Airfield - over 
many years and, for all the 
chats we've had and emails 
exchanged, I'd not actually 
met him, so putting that wrong 
right felt like A Good Thing. 

What finally got me out 
to say hello was curiosity 
of course - curiosity about 
the Mitsubishi Outlabnder 
PHEV. I'd heard a lot about 
this electrically-powered SUV 
but failed to understand the 
technology it uses. Is it an all¬ 
electric car? Or is it a hybrid 
with a switchover between 
the electric and petrol engine 
options? 

Turns out the Outlander 
PHEV - it stands for Plug-in 
Hybrid Electric Vehicle - is 
neither. Or rather both. It's 
an all-electric SUV which 
has a 2.0-litre petrol engine 
running the electrics when 
the batteries run down, if that 
makes sense - and if it doesn't 
then that's because this really 
is very novel technology which 
you'd be well advised to 
check out for yourself. 

Essentially you're driving 
an all-electric car at all times 
even though the power source 
varies between two different 
sources. So you get the one 
gear - forward - whatever 
the power option is. You get 
the almost prenaturally quiet 
driving that is the hallmark 
of the electric era (and the 
anxiety of how to alert those 
nearby to your presence 
without pumping C02 into 
their faces). You get 148mpg 
for goodness' sake. And you 
get a car which will recharge 
itself using about 50 pence's 
worth of electricity. And zero-

rate Band A road tax, plus low 
company car tax. 

But you also get the benefits 
of a conventional SUV. All¬ 
wheel drive for starters. A 
massive boot (it swallowed 
up my bicycle more efficently 
than a Freelander). All 
sorts of ridiculous gadgetry 
which quickly makes itself 
indispensible: lane departure, 
sat-nav, an astonishing array 
of steering wheel-mounted kit 
(speed limiter, audio controls 
etc), adaptive cruise control, 
a collision-mitigation system, 
rain sensor, hill start assist, shift 
paddles... 

Shift paddles, you might ask 
- shift paddles for a gearless 
car, what's that all about? 

It'd be a good question and 
one that goes to the heart of 
this vehicle, because the fact is 
that your driving mode in the

electric era - and particularly 
for the PHEV range - is 
everything. Understanding 
this vehicle's power systems 
will enable you to get the 
best out of it. So, for instance, 
you have an Eco mode - just 
switch into it and the aircon 
usage and power requirements 
of the 4WD system dip: 
engine output is suppressed to 
ensure gentle starts. In place 
of the rev counter on your 
instrument panel, of course, 
ou have a readout telling you 
ow much electricity you are 
using. There's three key areas: 
regenerative braking mode, 
eco mode and standard-use

mode. Where the paddle 
shifts come in is where you 
define how much regenerative 
braking you require - there 
are five settings for this. For 
the top setting, as soon as 
you take your foot off the 
accelerator you can feel the 
drag on forward momentum: 
the kinetic energy generated 
while braking is being used 
to recharge the drive battery. 
More drag = more recharging. 
Fliock the paddle shift on the 
left in goes up in five stages, 
the paddle shift on the right 
turns it down through the 
five stages until you have 
zero recharging while slowing 
down. 

If you're a smart learner you 
will use these paddles a lot as 
you drive, because it all helps 
sustain the electric-only mode 
which has a range of 30 miles. 
Put Eco mode on and switch 
regenerative braking to level 
five, turn off the aircon, and 
the audio, and drive gently, 
and you'll feel mighty pleased 
about driving an all-electric 
SUV. I know I did - the damn 
thing drives like a Lexus for 
goodness' sake! 

Just be sure to choose the 
5 metre recahrging cable so it 
will stretch from your house to 
the car and you'll be fine.

A 3G playing surface is set to 
give more opportunities to the 
footballers of Haverhill as the next 
stage of development at the New 
Croft takes shape. 

Haverhill Community Sports 
Association (HCSA) are pushing 
ahead with a £600,000 project to 
install the floodlit artificial surface 
at the Chalkstone Way venue, and 
hope to have it in use by next year. 

It will be installed on what is cur¬ 
rently the training pitch at the New 
Croft, allowing tenants Haverhill 
Rovers to expand what they can offer 
to the community. 

From having 12 teams when they 
moved to the ground five years ago, 
Rovers expect to have 35 teams 
at all age groups by the 2016/17 
season. 

The town’s other team, Haverhill 
Borough, also use the ground and 
with the nearest 3G pitch currently 
eight miles away in Linton, there is 
a need for a facility in the town. 

“When we first came here, people 
may have thought it was just going 
to be for a senior football club, but 
now they’re realising it’s for the 
community,” said HCSA facilities 
manager and football development 
officer Peter Betts. 

“There is a provision for football 
at this site for children who are 
three years old all the way up to 65 
years old, male and female. 

“We’ve got good links with the 
schools where we deliver projects,

“Young people look forward 
to playing and you hate to have 
to break their hearts when it’s a 
waterlogged pitch. 

“They don’t really understand, 
but next year we’ll be able to play 52 
weeks of the year, no matter what.” 

Half of the project is being 
funded by the Football Foundation, 
Football Stadia Improvement Fund 
and the Premier League, with HCSA 
currently in negotiations with 
partners to secure the rest.
